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No verdict 
in vicar’s 
fraud trial 


THE jury in the trial of a senior 
Haverhill clergyman charged with 
fraud failed to reach a verdict 
on Tueday and have been dis¬ 
charged. 

The Rev Ian Finn, 57, Rector of 
St Mary the Virgin in Haverhill, 
had been on trial accused of fraud 
by abuse of position. 

The prosecution alleged that 
Finn, of Hopton Rise, Haverhill 
had failed to declare fees totalling 
more than £12,000 for funerals 
and marriage banns over a seven 
year period. 

On Tuesday, after being told 
the jury were unable to reach a 
verdict, Judge David Goodin dis¬ 
charged them. 

A further hearing is due to take 
place next Tuesday when the 
Crown Prosecution Service will 
indicate whether they will be ap¬ 
plying for a retrial.

Finn, who is also the Rural Dean 
of Clare and an honorary canon 
at St Edmundsbury Cathedral, 
was arrested in March 2014 and 
has been placed on “Extended 
Bishop’s Leave” since then. He 
pleaded not guilty when the trial 
opened last Monday, November 9. 

It was alleged that Finn had 
failed to declare £13,237 in fees. 

On Thursday the court heard 
from Charles Myatt, prosecuting, 
that because of an error in cal¬ 
culating what Finn is alleged to 
have failed to include in quarterly 
returns the figure was now put at 
£12,707. 

Finn said on Thursday he had 
been “snowed under with work” 
after taking up his post in Haver¬ 


hill in 2007 and a training course 
he attended about church fees 
gave little guidance about how 
payments should be handled. 

Finn said that prior to the ap¬ 
pointment of a new parish treas¬ 
urer in 2013 he had been respon¬ 
sible for completing quarterly 
returns and had usually spent no 
more than half an hour on the 
task. 

The prosecution have alleged 
that Finn continued to ask for 
payments to be made in cash or 
by cheque payable to himself. 

Finn told the court that it was 
a system he had always found to 
work and he used a bank account 
which made it clear that he was 
acting as the Rector of the parish 
and always tried to be accurate in 
what he passed on to the diocese. 

The indictment against Finn 
stands until Tuesday’s hearing.

Inquests 


Sharon Allison, a 
Solicitor at Ashton 
KCJ, offers some 
advice from a legal 
perspective. 


An Inquest is a public investigation to 
determine primarily four questions: Who the 
deceased was and where, when and most 
importantly how they died. The Coroner 
investigates the medical cause and the factual 
circumstances leading to the death. 

An Inquest will be held: 

• where there is reasonable suspicion that 
someone has died a violent or unnatural 
death; 

• where someone has died a sudden 
death and the cause is unknown; 

• where someone has died in prison or in 
any place or circumstance where there 
is a legal requirement to hold an inquest 
because of an Act of Parliament. 

Even though the Coroner’s jurisdiction is 
to determine factually what happened, he/ 
she does have the power to raise with the 
appropriate parties information arising from 
the Inquest which might lead to further deaths 
if they are not addressed. This is an important 
part of the Coroner’s Jurisdiction however 
such a role must be distinguished from 
attribution of fault or blame of another party 
which is not the role of the Coroner and is 
determined during a civil action. 

There are a number of circumstances where 
it would be expected that an inquest would be 
held, including: 

• No death certificate was issued because 
a doctor was not present at or before 
the death. 

• No medical attention was given for an 
illness which occurred just before the 
death. 

• No medical examination was made by 
the doctor issuing the death certificate 
during a period of 14 days before the 
death. 

• Death during or immediately after an 
operation, or following administration of 
an anaesthetic. 

• No known cause of death. 

• Reasonable cause to suspect that a 
death was unnatural, due to violence, 
neglect, abortion or in suspicious 
circumstances. 

• Death due to industrial disease or 
poisoning. 

• Death occurred in prison; in police 
custody or following police contact; or 
during detention in a psychiatric hospital.

School ‘in talks’ over 
closing its sixth form 



Teaching 
posts for 
Europeans 

A TEACHER training organisation is 
encouraging jobseekers from over¬ 
seas to train as teachers near Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Suffolk and Norfolk Initial Teach¬ 
er Training (SNITT) has advertised 
teaching jobs targeting graduates in 
Italy, Spain, Greece and Portugal. 

SNITT leader Geoff Robinson 
says it is the first time a UK training 
provider has actively sought trainee 
teachers from the EU. 

He said: “We want to fish from a 
bigger pool. All of us in England are 
looking for the same sort of people.” 

The project will enable gradu¬ 
ates to gain UK teaching qualifica¬ 
tions before taking up jobs in local 
schools. 

Howard Lay, chief executive of the 
Samuel Ward Academy Trust said: 
“It’s a good idea if schools and other 
organisations are finding it difficult 
to attract teachers. 

“There is a real crisis in terms of 
recruitment of teachers in schools.” 

But he added: “Ultimately it’s only 
a short term solution. It isn’t nec¬ 
essarily sustainable and they may 
move back to their native country. 

“The way to solve the recruitment 
issue in the long term is to make 
teaching attractive and to encour¬ 
age university graduates to come 
into the profession.” 


A SCHOOL is consulting 
about whether to close its 
sixth form. 

Haverhill’s Castle Manor 
Academy in Eastern Avenue 
is considering stopping tak¬ 
ing new Year 12 students 
next autumn. This would 
lead to the sixth form closing 
in the summer of 2017. 

A consultation on the 
move opened on Monday, 
and will last until December 
11. Anyone with an interest 
in the school, including par¬ 
ents, students and local resi¬ 
dents, is invited to download 
the consultation form from 
the school’s website and 
submit their views. 

The decision is being tak¬ 
en in light of low numbers of 
students taking up places at 
the sixth form and the wider 
range of courses that can be 
provided by other large sixth 
form colleges. 

Chairman of the Castle 
Partnership Academy Trust’s 
board of directors fohn Bail- 
lie said: “It is with regret that 
we find ourselves needing 
to face this difficult deci¬ 
sion. Many of our students 
go on to be very successful 
at larger sixth form colleges

in Haverhill, Cambridge and 
Bury St Edmunds. It is here, 
or via the wide variety of op¬ 
portunities that are available 
post 16, that we feel students 
will get the best outcomes.” 

Head of school Vanessa 
Whitcombe added: “The 
decision to consult on this 
issue has been taken very se¬ 
riously indeed. We are com¬ 
mitted, as always, to do the 
best we possibly can for our 
students.” 

Castle Manor’s sixth form 
currently has 18 students in 
Year 12 and 39 students in 
Year 13. This is down from 50 
in Year 12 and 59 in Year 13 
students in September last 
year. 

The school says the num¬ 
bers are declining despite 
efforts to rebrand and re¬ 
cruit, working with the local 
authority, other providers, 
students, industry and other 
stakeholders. 

In 2013/14 West Suf¬ 
folk College had more than 
11,000 students across its 
sites, while Cambridge Re¬ 
gional College currently has 


4,000 full-time and 6,000 
part-time students. 

In October, Castle Manor 
Academy received a warning 
notice from the Department 
for Education stating that it 
must improve its exam re¬ 
sults, and must produce a 
plan to address underper¬ 
formance in sixth form. A 
Castle Manor spokesman 
said that the consultation 
was not linked to this. 

He said: “The future of the 
sixth form is something that 
we have been looking at for 
some time.” 

Governors will consider all 
responses to the consulta¬ 
tion when making their final 
decision about whether to 
close the sixth form. 

The decision would not af¬ 
fect the learning of any cur¬ 
rent students.

Council to set up housing company 


THE borough council is 
set to be part of a unique 
scheme to create a new 
housing company. 

On Tuesday, St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Forest Heath 
District Council finalised 
their plans to set up a 


housing development 
business alongside Suffolk 
County Council. The 
indpendent company will 
rovide homes to rent and to 
uy - including 30 per cent 
affordable housing - and will 
generate revenue for the 
local authorities. 


The company will be 
incorporated in January, and 
its first business plan will be 
due for approval in spring 
next year. Work on site will 
begin next autumn. 

The concept is part of 
the West Suffolk Housing 
Development Strategy.

You must be Barking: 
the story of PooPrints 
and how it works 


IN April this year, Barking 
and Dagenham in East 
London was the first local 
authority in the country to 
announce it would be using 
DNA testing to track dog 
owners who don’t pick up 
waste. 

The timeline for the 
scheme has not yet been 
announced, but it is likely to 
be brought in next year. 

A spokesman for the 
borough said: “We are 
in the planning stages of 
introducing a pilot area to 
introduce DNA testing. We 
hope to be able to unveil 
these plans by the New 
Year.” 

The PooPrints technology 
used to track down dogs 
from their faeces was 
first developed in the US, 
and has been introduced 
in locations in Italy and 
Germany. 

The first step of the 
scheme is to publicise 
the initiative and begin a 
registration drive. 

Dogs are then DNA 
registered using a painless 
swab from the inside of 
their cheek. Owners can 
register their dog online 
or at participating venues. 


After the dog has been 
registered, the owner will 
receive confirmation of 
their pet’s DNA registration, 
a log-in to the online 
database and an identity 
tag. 

Wardens patrolling open 
spaces will then scoop up 
samples of dog mess and 
send them away to a lab for 
testing. 

The local authority will 
send a penalty notice to the 
offending dog owner fining 
them for not picking up the 
mess. 

The cost of registration is 
£30, and the cost of testing 
the mess is £70 a time. 
Streetkleen suggest these 
costs could be covered 
by issuing a £100 penalty 
notice. 

A spokesman for Barking 
and Dagenham said: “We 
are looking to introduce a 
pilot scheme as part of our 
drive to improve the quality 
of life of our residents and 
encourage civic pride and 
social responsibility. While 
the vast majority of dog 
owners are responsible, 
unfortunately there is a 
mindless minority who fail 
to pick up their pet’s mess.” 


Is DNA testing the 
to tackle dog fouling

DNA testing is a technique 
you might think more suit¬ 
ed to tracking down long- 
lost relatives and wanted 
criminals - but one business 
claims it could help tackle 
the problem of dog fouling 
in Haverhill. 

Dog fouling has been an 
ongoing issue in Haverhill 
for a long time. 

In October 2014, local 
mum Mel Turnbull claimed 
the town was “worse than 
anywhere she’d seen” for 
dog fouling and this sum¬ 
mer it emerged that St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil had not issued a fine for 
dog fouling in three years. 

Now the borough coun¬ 
cil’s overview and scrutiny 
committee - which is hop¬ 
ing to introduce measures 
to target the problem - have 
been investigating intro¬ 
ducing DNA testing to track 
down owners who refuse to 
clean up. 

Company Streetkleen has 
developed a technology 
called PooPrints which tests

DNA from dog excrement so 
that owners who don’t pick 
up the mess can be tracked 
down. 

Managing director of 
Streetkleen, Gary Downie, 
spoke to councillors for 
Haverhill and St Edmunds - 
bury about the programme 
on November 11. 

Mr Downie said after¬ 
wards about the technique: 
“In order to get something 
we have never had we have 
to be prepared to do some¬ 
thing that has never been 
done. What we are trying to 
get across is that clean open 
spaces are achievable.” 

The scheme works by hav¬ 
ing wardens sample dog 
waste which has been left 
in public spaces and getting 
it analysed to find out the 
DNA of the dog. 

It relies on a dog DNA da¬ 
tabase, which could be set 
up either through a volun-

tary registration scheme, 
or through measures that 
compel dog owners to get 
registered, such as changes 
to social housing terms or a 
Public Space Protection Or¬ 
der. 

The PooPrints scheme is 
set to be launched in Bark¬ 
ing and Dagenham next 
year, and Mr Downie says 
it has interest from 30 local 
authorities across the UK. 




Cllr Diane Hind, chair of 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Overview and 
Scrutiny committee, which 
heard Mr Downie’s presen¬ 
tation, said: “I think in the 
longer term it’s a possibility. 
We will come back to it. We 
have to see how it works in 
other areas. We have to have 
some compulsion to register 
dogs for DNA. I think regis¬ 
tration will come in the full¬ 
ness of time.” 

Cllr John Burns, who is on 
the committee, said: “Based 
on what I heard I certainly 
could not see it being imple¬ 
mented if no more than 50 
per cent of dog owners take 
it up - as was suggested in 
Barking and Dagenham. 

“That is without the po¬ 
tential massive costs in try¬ 
ing to track down a single 
culprit, be it either the four 
or two legged variety.” 

Having the waste ana¬ 


lysed costs £70, which can 
be recouped if the owner of 
the dog is traceable through 
a DNA database. 

Council officers are also 
working on other measures 
to tackle the problem - fo¬ 
cusing on education and 
awareness. 

Cllr Hind said: “It isn’t just 
unpleasant, it can do seri¬ 
ous harm. It’s one of the 
main things people talk to 
you about.” 

Officers will report back 
to the committee on their 
measures in spring 2016.

AS a father I worry about the dangers 
facing my children online. 

While the internet is a fantastic 
resource, it's also home to potential 
offenders searching for young victims. 
With devices such as smart phones, 
webcams, laptops and gaming 
consoles a part of most children's 
lives, it's never been easier for 
perpetrators to contact them. 

So it's concerning to hear that 
a new poll for Barnardo's reveals 
that half of young people surveyed 
admitted that their parents don't really 
know what they do online, while one 
in 11 said their parents know nothing. 

The same survey says a third of 
young people find it easier to show 
their real personality on the internet 
than with people face-to-face. 

It's essential that parents and 
professionals understand the 
technology children are using and 
who they're talking to online, so 
we can protect them from abusers 
pretending to be their friends. 


Our 'Digital Dangers' report 
published jointly with the Marie 
Collins Foundation, examines the 
impact of the digital revolution on 
the sexual abuse and exploitation 
of children and young people. It 
explores how children are vulnerable 
to being groomed and sexually 
exploited on the internet via mobile 
technology. 

The author interviewed staff, 
parents and service users at 
Barnardo's specialist child sexual 
exploitations services. They revealed 
a number of disturbing findings about 
the young victims they support who 
are at risk of, or have been sexually 
exploited. 

Many said that child victims don't 
necessarily fit a vulnerable or 'at 


risk' stereotype - such as coming 
from a troubled background, going 
missing from home, or failing to 
attend school - which means they 
could be anyone's child. They're 
also less inhibited online and say that 
using highly sexualised language and 
sending naked images of themselves 
to strangers is normal. 

It's also of deep concern that these 
children rarely tell anyone that they're 
being groomed or abused online for 
fear of the shame. The report shows 
that a number of parents had no idea 
that their child was being harmed 
online until they were contacted by 
the police. 

Barnardo's works hard to keep 
children and young people safe 
by making them aware of the risks 


online. Clearly, there are lessons for 
all of us in this report. Parents and 
professionals need to be more aware 
of the technologies children use and 
talk to them about what they're doing 
online. The Government, industry and 
voluntary sector need to implement 
measures to prevent sexual abuse and 
exploitation happening online. And 
collectively we need to give children 
vital sex education and healthy 
relationship lessons, so they're aware 
of the risks online. 

Today one of the biggest dangers 
facing our children is the one we can't 
see. The most important question 
we should be asking our children is, 
'what's happening online?'

Female ban 
for doctor 


A GP has been banned from being 
alone with female patients. 

Dr Giles Stevens, who used to 
work at the Christmas Maltings 
and Clements Practice in Haver¬ 
hill, was suspended in August af¬ 
ter a member of the public made 
allegations against him. 

The doctor, who was on the 
board of the West Suffolk Clinical 
Commissioning Group, is being 
investigated by the General Medi¬ 
cal Council (GMC). On October 
15, the GMC imposed conditions 
on Dr Stevens. 

One of these is: “Except in 
life-threatening emergencies, 
he must not carry out consulta¬ 
tions with female patients with¬ 
out a chaperone . . . present. For 
the avoidance of doubt, Dr Ste¬ 
vens requires a chaperone for 
any adult female patient aged 16 
years or over or for any patient 
under the age of 16 years accom¬ 
panied by an adult female. 

“He must keep a log detailing 
every case where he has carried 
out a consultation with such a 
patient, which must be signed 
by the chaperone. He must keep

tion with such a patient in a life- 
threatening emergency, without a 
chaperone present.” 

The conditions will stay in 
place until a hearing on lanuary 
14, 2017. 

After the allegations were 
made, Suffolk Police launched 
an investigation into Dr Stevens, 
but they concluded no crime had 
been committed. 

A spokesman for the Christ¬ 
mas Makings and Clements 
practice said: “Dr Stevens is no 
longer a doctor at the practice 
and it would be inappropriate of 
us to make any comment on the 
ongoing GMC process. We have 
successfully recruited a doctor to 
replace Dr Stevens.” 

A spokesman for the CCG 
said:“Dr Stevens is no longer a 
member of the CCG’s governing 
body. The CCG will continue to 
support the Christmas Makings 
and Clements practice in its de¬ 
livery of patient care.” 

Dr Stevens is still suspended by 
NHS England.

CITIZEN’S ADVICE 

Spend carefully 
for Christmas 


IN the run-up to 
Christmas, as financial 
pressure from cold 
weather and the festive 
season set in, the News is 
running a series of articles 
from Citizens' Advice 
Suffolk West on how to 
save money this holiday 
season. This week, the 
experts give advice on 
spending for Christmas. 

Q. I’m dreading Christmas 
this year because we are re¬ 
ally stuggling to pay the bills 
and there’s no cash to spare 
for cards, presents and so 
on. What can I do? 

A. Follow our key tips to help 
stretch your budget and 
make sure you have enough 
to pay the bills in the new 
year: 

■ Plan ahead. Work out 
how much you can realisti¬ 
cally afford before you start 
spending, taking into ac¬ 
count what you need to keep 
back for your essential bills 
such as rent or mortgage, 
Council Tax, gas and elec¬ 
tricity. 


■ Set a limit on how much 
you are going to spend and 
stick to it. 

■ Remember that Christmas 
is an expensive time of year 
for everyone. With some 
close friends and adults in 
the family you may be able 
to make a ‘no presents’ pact. 
Or agree to exchange only 
token gifts with a fixed limit 
on what you spend. Alterna¬ 
tively, make a friend a vouch¬ 
er for a night’s babysitting or 
a couple of hours cleaning 
for free. 

■ Try shopping with cash 
only, that way you can’t 
spend more than your budg¬ 
et. 

■ Shop around to try to find 
it cheaper elsewhere. 

■ Try not to feel pressurised 
by children into buying ex¬ 
pensive toys or other items 
you can’t afford. Explain the 
situation to them. 

■ Don’t run up an overdraft 
unless you have an arrange¬ 
ment with your bank. The 
interest you pay is likely to 
be very high. 

■ Consider finding out 
about a credit union as a 


much cheaper way of bor¬ 
rowing money. The local 
Eastern Savings and Loans 
run a Christmas Club as a 
way of saving. Their website 
is www.esclu.co.uk or they 
have an access point where 
you can find out more at the 
Havebury Housing Office, 
83 High Street, Haverhill on 
Monday at 10-12pm. 

■ Get advice as early as pos¬ 
sible if you do run into debt 
problems. See the Citizens 
Advice website www.citizen- 
sadvice.org.uk for advice on 
how to tackle debt or come 
to visit us at our Haverhill 
bureau - see details below.

Man sent to jail 
after police sting

A MAN is behind bars af¬ 
ter police launched a sting 
when the owner of a £2,400 
bike stolen from Cam¬ 
bridge spotted it for sale on 
Gumtree - twice. 

Police found Kyle Lyons, 
24, also had stolen satnavs 
and a computer in his pos¬ 
session. 

Lyons, of Osprey Road, 
Haverhill, was jailed for 35 
weeks when he appeared 
before magistrates at Cam¬ 
bridge and admitted five 
offences of receiving stolen 
goods. 

Presiding magistrate Phil¬ 
ip Peacock told him: “We 
consider the offences so 
serious custody is the only 
option.” 

Delia Matthews, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the distinctive 
Kangaroo bike had been 
stolen in April and the own¬ 
er contacted the police af¬ 
ter he spotted it being sold 
on the classified sales site 


Gumtree. 

An investigation was car¬ 
ried out but the bike was not 
found. 

Mrs Matthews said: “To 
his surprise he saw the bike 
being advertised again in 
June and the police went 
undercover to make inquir¬ 
ies and traced the bike.” 

She told the court that 
the prosecution’s view was 
that Lyons had been operat¬ 
ing a business selling stolen 
goods. 

Police also found a stolen 
laptop, an iPhone and sat¬ 
navs in his possession after 
police checked premises in 
Haverhill. 

Mrs Matthews said Lyons 
had recently been released 
from custody after being 
jailed for a similar offence. 

Lucy Wise, mitigating, 
said that Lyons had not 
been running a business 
selling stolen goods since all 
the goods had not been ad¬ 
vertised. 

She said Lyons had only 
been released from prison 


in October for handling and 
that the current offences 
had been committed before 
he went into custody. 

Miss Wise said Lyons had 
been “hanging around” with 
the wrong people but was 
now in a stable relationship 
and had an opportunity for 
work. 

She urged a non-custodial 
sentence, saying: “He needs 
help and assistance with 
thinking skills.” 

Miss Wise said all the 
goods were recovered and 
that the offences had not 
been sophisticated. 

Lyons was jailed for seven 
weeks for each offence to 
run consecutively to each 
other. 

Mr Peacock told Lyons 
that the magistrates had 
taken his early guilty plea 
into account in sentencing 
him. 

Lyons was ordered to pay 
an £80 victim surcharge and 
a £180 court charge within 
six weeks of being released 
from prison.

“It’s really caught everybody by surprise and 
as fast as it’s hitting the shelves, 
it’s selling,” says Grant. 

“I think the industry will have 
underestimated the volume of 
ID03D studios needed this 
Christmas.”

While Grant says those three 
items are “absolute dead certs” 
for selling well before Christmas, 
he points out: “That isn’t to say 
that the Millennium Falcon from 
Star Wars or the biggest, best 
and most interactive lightsaber 
that I’ve ever sold in 35 years, or 
Thunderbirds Tracy Island, are 
going to be any less in demand. 
“But at the moment, from what 
we’ve seen, there's fair stocks 
available.” 

He also warns that demand 
for Lego, whose sales rose 17 per 
cent last year and are thought 
to be up 15 per cent this year, is 
much higher than availability. 

“Lego is absolutely flying in the 
shops at the moment. And on 
top of that you’ve got Star Wars, 
which is going to increase Lego 
sales as well. 

“Availability is going to be 
challenging, and if I was a 


parent with a known Lego set 
in mind for Christmas, I wouldn’t 
leave that purchase late. 

“Its popularity is outstanding, 
and is testament to a high- 
quality toy that delivers what’s 
on the box. You never speak to 
a child that’s disappointed with 
their Lego set - it’s got all the 
elements of things you’d want 
a child to do to develop as a 
creative person: imagination, 
creativity, instruction-following. 
It’s a box of fun learning.” 

Grant points out that the 
importance of toys at all 
times of the year cannot be 
underestimated, and stresses: 
“Sometimes we think of toys as 
frivolous, when actually it’s how 
children learn. There’s far more 
growth and knowledge gained 
when a child plays with a toy 
than there is when they play with 
a computer game.”

I As the festive shopping gets under way, homes become more attractive 

W to burglars. Lisa Salmon reveals how to ensure your house is secure 


EXPERT ADVICE FOR A SECURE HOME 



Crime prevention officer 
Chris Joyce, from West 
Yorkshire Police, points 
out that burglars look for 
opportunities - an open 
window, an unlocked 
door, a house in complete 
darkness and attractive 
items on view through 
windows. 

And as people are often 
out at work dos, late-night 
shopping, carol concerts 
and other events over the 
Christmas period, it’s vital 


that homes are left looking 
occupied. 

He says: “We want 
this to be a very merry 
Christmas for members 
of the public, but I really 
want to remind people 
how important it is to keep 
their home secure. 

“I would encourage 
people not to put presents 
under the tree before it’s 
absolutely necessary - 
items that have taken a 
lot of saving up for may 


be very attractive to a 
burglar. Coming home to 
find that presents have 
been stolen would be 
absolutely heartbreaking, 
and something that 
nobody should have to go 
through. 

“We’re urging residents 
to consider what the true 
cost of burglary would be 
to them and take some 
simple steps to reduce 
their chances of a burglar 
ruining their Christmas.” 


IT might sound like the plot of Nineties’ 
Christmas classic Home Alone, but the 
festive season - with its visits to family 
and friends and, of course, all those 
presents - attracts burglars to homes. 

Research from Halifax Home 
Insurance has shown a 25 per cent 
increase in December theft claims, with 
an average of nearly 50 claims made 
each day over the Christmas period. 

So, there’s never a better time to step 
up your home security - and for the 12 
days of Christmas, here are 12 festive 
security tips, compiled with the help of 
the DIY security company Swann. . . 

1. Even if you don’t have children 
to hide presents from, make sure 
criminals can’t see them through your 
windows and doors by hiding them in 
cupboards and under beds. 

2. If you’re going away for Christmas, 
make the house look lived in. Turning 
on lights when no one’s at home 

in winter can deter burglars. You 
can buy timers that will turn lights on 
automatically, or just ask a friend or 
neighbour to keep an eye on your 
property, open and close curtains and 
put lights on. 

3. If you’re going away, ask a neighbour 
to park their car in your driveway to 
make it look like someone’s home. 

4. Keep an eye on any suspicious 
behaviour in the neighbourhood. 
Security cameras for inside and outside 


the home can enhance your home 
security and peace of mind, but as 
they’re not within everyone’s budget, 
being vigilant has to be the next best 
thing. 

5. Make sure all windows and doors are 
firmly shut and locked when leaving 
home. Leaving an entry path slightly 
open is a temptation for a burglar. 

6 . Don’t leave notes for couriers saying 
no one’s in. Make sure you’ve sent 
instructions about where to leave 
parcels if you’re out. 

7. Make sure all packaging is ripped up 
and buried in bins, so criminals can’t 
easily see what’s been added to an 
already festive-filled house. 

8 . Don’t openly display your Christmas 


tree and gifts in the front window so 
it's easily visible from the street. It can 
be tempting for criminals to smash the 
window and grab wrapped packages. 

9. Make sure your outside lights 
aren’t burning 24 hours a day, and 
newspapers or advertising flyers aren’t 
piled up through your letterbox. Again, 
you might need to ask a neighbour to 
collect your mail and free papers if you 
go away. 

10. Burglars know to look for the hidden 
door key near the front entrance. 

Don’t hide spare keys under rocks, 
in flowerpots, or above door ledges. 
Instead, give the spare key to a trusted 
neighbour. 

11. Burglars prefer to enter through 


unlocked doors or windows, so an 
electricity extension cord running 
through an open window to exterior 
Christmas lights can be an open 
invitation. Hire an electrician to install 
an inexpensive exterior outlet for festive 
outdoor lights. 

12. Make sure your family name isn’t visible 
outside your house, like on a mailbox. 
Criminals can get your number from 
directory enquiries and call your home 
to confirm there’s no one in. And don’t 
leave descriptive telephone answering 
machine messages like “We’re away 
skiing for Christmas, please leave a 
message.” Burglars love to hear they 
have plenty of time to ransack your 
home.

Green cars of 
2015 shortlisted 


T HIS week sees the announcement of the 
shortlist for the Next Green Car Awards 
2015, which recognises the UK's best 
green cars for 2015 and 2016. 

From the shortlist featuring 44 different 
models competing across 10 categories, the 
winners of the Next Green Car Awards 2015 
will be announced on Tuesday, November 24. 

As the UK's No.1 green car website, Next 
Green Car has drawn up a shortlist of the 
highest-quality low-emission new cars which 
have been launched in 2015. To qualify, 
models must be commercially available to 
purchase or order during the year. The 'Next 
Gen' Award also highlights innovative models 
planned for launch in 2016. 

Selection is driven by Next Green 
Car's unique NGC Rating which rates the 
environmental impact of all new cars on the 
market. This is considered alongside other 
factors including capability, suitability for 
purpose, impact on its sector and value for 
money to decide which models are shortlisted 
for an award. 

The NGC Rating looks at the environmental 
impact of each model including C02 
emissions, MPG, NOx and particulate 
emissions throughout the whole of a car's life 
cycle. With the current focus on emissions 
testing, the recently updated NGC Rating 2.0 
has taken on a more significant role than ever 
in assessing the real-world impacts of C02 
and NOx. 

This year, more than half of the models on 
the Next Green Car Awards 2015 shortlist
